vSenor Quesada, the Cuban representa- 


tive at Washington, has received docu- 
ments bearing on the trcatin ,>nt of soldiers 
in Cuba, which he intends to use before 
congress in attempting to secure action 
favorable to the insurgent's cause. 


Red CroMA Ignored. 


Seuor Quesada contends that they ac- 


cord Cuba rights of belligerency. They 
assert that the Spaniards agreed to abide 
by the terms of the Geneva Red Cross 
agreement for the treatment of soldiers 
captured in war which they failed utterly 
to keep, notwithstanding that the Cubans 
treated the Spanish captives with great 
magnanimity.

Another resolution by Mr. Call, re- 


quested the president to demand the 
release of all United States citizens im- 
prisoned in the Spanish penal colony on 
Centa island, coast of Africa. A third 
resolution asked the secretary of state for 
a list of all United States citizens impris- 
oned in Spanish settlements with the 
circumstances of their arrest, charges and 
convictions. They were referred without 
comment to the foreign relations com- 
mittee.

A Correspondent Who Believes Prohi- 


bition Can be Enforced in this City. 


EDITOR TRANSCBIPT:—The following 


are a few of the questions asked by the 
TRANSCRIPT of no-license advocates. We 
hoped to see some one else answer them, 
and as they are fair questions and no one 
else answers them, we will take up a lew 
of them. 


1. Can a town the size of North Adams 


with its varied population, and with a 
temperance sentiment that lies dormant 
ten months in the year, successfully en- 
force no-license? 


If the temperance sentiment in any 


town is sufficiently high to vote "No," 
the law can be enforced. To say other 
wise would be an inputation alike on' the 
character and the ability of those who 
administer the law. Wt> boast that in 
America majorities rule; if the will of the 
majority cannot be enforced what he- 
comes of majority rule? 


' We do not need to go beyond the bounds 


of our commonwealth for proof that the 
no-license law can b« enforced. Cam- 
bridge has proved that it can be enforced 
by the regular constituted authorities. It 
has proved that Tvltli the Uw enforced 
the streets are almost wholly Iree from 
drunkenness and disorderly persons. It 
has proved that with the saloon removed 
the people save the money that formerly 
went to the dram-shop and spend it in 
more and better food for the f.imily and 
other household comforts. The reports 
from gxvings banks prove that thc> vnrk- 
insr people of Cambridge saved M" li .'i- 
dred thousand dollars more in 1SPJ, mi'ier 
no-license, than they did in 18S7 under 
license, and that the larger part of the 
loans made by the banks are to working 
men baying homes. Cambridge has also 
proved that the only way to secure clean 
and economic municipal government is to 
keep the saloon influence out. When 
North Adams has been under no-license 
five or six years we shall be able to give 
testimony of a similar kind. 


2. Who can prove that the money 


spent in this city annually, or a large 
amount of it could not with no license be 
spent to secure liquor elsewhere? 


Nobody can, for it would not. It rests 


with those who think it would be to 
prove that it would be. Our faith, even 
in the frequenters of the bar, will not 
allow us to believe that they are so wc'd- 
ded to tbeir cups that they will go to 
other towns for drink. Of course, there 
are men who will have drink to gratiiy 
tbeir appetite at any expense, and what- 
ever the consequence. 
Should we make 


our laws to conform to such ? 


3. How much greater would be tne ex- 


pense to the city to watch and prosecute 
illicit selling, to say nothing of losing the 
revenue from license ? 


Not necessarily greater, only in vigil- 


ance and faithfulness. Of course it would 
not c!r> to sjy nothing about the revenue. 
Tho-e who cannet see thai the collecting 
oi'thut revenue is a uiojt unprofitable 
business transaction need the service of 
on optician. 


What ;• !.)ont tho morality of taking a 


revenue from tuat which destroys the 
souls and bodies of our feliow citizens? 


4. Is a violated or unsuccessful no-license 


law better than an enforced and carefully 
guarded license system? 


We have yet to learn that even tho most 


carefully guarded license system is capable 
of enforcement, such an enforcement at 
least, as it ii expiated that a no-license 
law should have. Of course in a commun- 
ity of lawless people, law is hard to en- 
force; but if such be dealt with according 
to law, lawlessness w ill be reduced to a 
minimum. 
5. Would the results on tbe moral life of a 
community, coming from law-enforced 
temperance, be lasting? 


The rehult of all enforcee law 
is to 


bring the governed up to u higher stand- 
ard ot morality. If there is any doubt 
about that we may perhaps, doubt the 
wibdom of the Ail-'.vise when he promul- 
gated the "Thou shall" and "Thou Shalt 
nol" from Sinai. The law is a bchool- 
master to brin^ us into the highest moral 
standard thkt we can aspire to. 
6. Do we not need a change in sentiment 
in this city about the temperance ques- 
tion? 


How shall that change come and what 


form shall it take? We believe the tern 
peranee sentiment is all right. Only ic- 
move that revenue bait and the saloons 
will go.

against the insurgents. She came to Si- 
vnimali for a cargo.

Nacher of this ship talking to some 
friends, at«d he gave them a most inter- 
esting, but sad discription of the partings 
of the young Spaniards when leaving 
their wives, mothers and sweethearts to 
go to a country irom which those inter- 
ested in them never expected them to re- 
turn. There was many a tear in the ej es 
of the women and their friends, and rela- 
tives, he said, wben they embarked to go 
to a country which they have always un- 
derstood is filled with yellow fever, or 
where they are liable to be killed or 
slaughtered or made away with at any j 
time. 
Tbe women, he said, ne\er<;x- j 


pected to fcee them return, and told them 
so on parting. They were all young men, 
many of them from among the best peo-

hostelry is of colonial style, three stories 
high, and has over one hundred rooms. It 
faces one of Savannah's most beautiful 
parks and its location is right in the heart 
of the city. 


Mr. Graham, the proprietor, is a very 


genial gentleman and reminds one of our 
Foster Swift of the Wilson. 
I think 


Savannah stands at the head of the list as 
a watering place. 


Climate. 


The temperature of Savannah is cer- 


tainly much to be preferred by those 
coming from the vigorous climate of the 
north, to the temperature below the frost 
line farther south. 
While the tourist 


wants to escape the extremes of cold, still 
he wants a winter climate that approxi- 
mates to the balmy May time in the north 
with the pleasant and bracing morning of 
early May, to which the winter day of 
Savannah may be likened. Thirty-six to 
forty-three degrees in the morning, and 
the temperature ranging from sixty to 
seventy-five degrees in the afternoon, may 
be set down as the conservative range of 
the thermometer during 
the 
winter 


months in Savannah, and a walk or a 
drive at any hour oi the day never wearies, 
but always invigorates. 


The many squares, with their growth of 


semi-trcipical verdure 
and 
evergreen 


lawns, have been curbed with granite and 
otherwise aiorned. 


Points of Interest. 


Forsyth park, with its acres of vine en- 


circled forest trees, its roses and Japonicas 
blooming in midwinter, its rustic seats 
and inviting shades, is really a sight for a 
Northerner 
to 
behold. 
Bonaventnre 


cemetery is the most beautiful and famous 
cemetery in the South. I never saw a 
more beautiful, natural cemetery. 
The 


avenues are lined on each side with groat 
giant oaks whose branches interlace at 
the top, forming a complete arch over- 
head, and from whose horny limbs hang 
millions of yards of lead-colored Spanish 
moss 
beautifully 
arranged in festoon 


drapery, and in such a delicate fashion 
that one conld see at once it was the work 
of nature. 
The place* is rightly named 


Bonaventure, a Latin name meaning "A 
happy 
resting place." 
Savannah is 


clustered around with historic associa- 
tions, and at every turn there is evidence 
that the people Bought to perpetuate the 
memories and valor of those who gave 
their lives on the South Atlantic coast 
while patriots were shedding their blood 
on the North Atlantic to carve out in the 
new world a republic that would tolerate 
no kingly domination. Savannah is one 
of the oldest settlements of North Amer- 
ica, and, by reason of its location, the 
arohway from the sea to the Southern 
interior. It was a point, of assault and 
defense in the early history of the Col- 
onies, and three monuments to sue) 
Revolutionary heroes as Pulaski, Greei 
and Jasper show that their deceml-mt 
have lost none of the patriotism wliic! 
made independence possible. 


Among other points of interest are Vei- 


non park and track of the 
Savanna; 


Jockey club, Scheutzen park, Concordii 
park, Savannah theater, built in 1S1B; 
Telfair Academy of arts and 
science 


Georgia Historical librarj-, armory of th< 
first volunteer regiment of Georgia; three 
club rooms of the other military organi- 
zations; Tybee Island, a favorite Reasid; 
resort; Warsaw Island, a popular seasiJi 
resort; Cumberland Island on the Salts; 
Thunderbolt, the oyster depot of Savan- 
nah; Isle of Hope, a beautiful surburban 
villa on the Salts; Montgomery on tin 
Salts, unrivalled for the beauty of its sur- 
roundings; Bethesda, the orphan indus 
trial school, founded by Whittield; Jasper 
Sprinzs, the Hermitage, Forayth place, 
the Jasper, Pulaski, Green, Gordan and 
Confederate 
monuments; the 
Cotton 


exchange and board of trade buildings, 
the harbor and its shipping, the wharl 
and termini of the railroads; the largest 
cotton compress in the south, water 
works and artesian wells, some of which 
flow 3,000,000 gallons daily; Forts Pulaski. 
Oglethorp, McAlister, and ancient arid 
modern earthworks In and about the city. 


After several days of sight-seeing in 


Savannah we started one bright morning 
for Atlanta, 291 miles from Savannah. We 
arrived at Macon, Ga , at 4 p. m. and 
stopped there fifty minutes, which gave 
us an opportunity to see the most typical 
city in the south. The buildings are low; 
great, wice, sandy streets with baled cot- 
ton stacked for miles in the center of 
them waiting to be shipped away; colored 
men and women lying around in the sun, 
some playing banjos and guitars, ethers 
sleeping in the sun, and all having that 
languid, indolent and lazy feeling. No 
vim or push, living from hand to mouth, 
and letting tomorrow take care of itself. 
It was a novelty for us to see them. 


We arrived at Atlanta about 9 p. m. and 


were Eurpriscd at the size of the city — 
about 100,000 inhabitants. The industries, 
buildings and streets reminded us of our 
northern cities, and we found business 
men here with a bustle on them. 
I 


learned afterwards that a large portion of 
the business men were from the north. 
The streets are all asphalt and granite 
blocks, and very clean. Atlanta is 1,100 
feet above sea level and the climate is 
much cooler than in Savannah. The 
country is very hilly. After a good night's 
rest we visited the places of interest. 
General Sherman's headquarters, non 
called the Leydon house, is a private 
boarding house. Then we went to the 
state house. It is a beautiful building built 
entirely of Georgia marble, arid the only 
•tite house knovvp, that was built inside 
the appropriation,the building committee 
returned to the government j-96. 
The 


senate and house chambers are very fine 
and contain oil paintings of Georgia's 
famous statesmen. On the upper floors 
are huge glass cases containing specimens 
of all wood growing in the state, also all 
the products, consisting of cotton, sweet 
potatoes, peanuts, apples, peaches, grapes, 
pears, turpentine, rosin, etc. From there 


we went to where General Sherman 
fought the battle of Atlanta. This ground 
was presented to the city by a citizen 
named L. P. Grant, and converted into a 
park, and they have certainly made this 
once bloody ground into a beautiful park. 
Before going into the grounds we went 
into the oyclorama building and saw the 
painting of the battle, which was ex- 
plained to us by a confederate soldier 
who was in that battle, and who is in 
charge of the building. When one comes 
out and enters the grounds he can at once 
see where the struggle went on. Some of 
the trenches still remain, but are over- 
grown with weeds. 
Fort Walker also 


remains just as the confederates left it, 
with a few cannon in it. I went to the 
spot where brave McPherson fell. 
The 


government has erected a monument on 
the spot. I also went where the confed- 
erate General 
Walker 
was killed. 
I 


picked some cotton in all the stages of its 
growth near by to bring home. 


The government has erected fine brick 


houses for the officers and barracks for 
the men. They have a meeting bouse, 
gymnasium, base ball grounds and a beau- 
tiful parade ground. I talked with a 
number of soldiers and they all expressed 
a wish to be sent north. They told me 
the southern people did not like them, 
and they could not go into any good so- 
ciety on that account- After 
staying 


there two weeks we came back to Savan- 
nah, as the climate is so much warmer, 
and we liked the city much more. 


I had a severe sick spell for a few weeks. 


The doctor said it was from drinking ice 
water, change of food, etc., but I am how 
feeling well and have not felt any of the 
old trouble which prostrated me last win- 
ter. I was agreeably surprised yesterday 
to see my old friend, Herbert A. Sanford 
from North Adams. He was on his trip 
through the south. It seemed good to 
see a familiar face, I can assure you, and 
after a pleasant afternoon of sight seeing 
with him I was indeed very sorry to part 
with him, for he was on his way to "hornet 
sweet home," and I have such a, long time 
before me yet. 


I shall remain here a few weeks longer 


and then go to Florida, when I will write 
you again. Wishing you and all my 
friends a merry Christmas and a happy 
and prosperous New Year.

otvrnestuebs was evidenced. 


"1T this is true, we \vui all go to the 
Piu of the Cubans," shouted a speaker.

Senator Platt of 
Connecticut mid that the mendacious 
character of the news from Cuba for 
Ihe past six months and its utter un- 
reliableness, prevented him from ex- 
pressing any opinion In advance of 
idual infotmation confirming Maceo's 
iaath. "Nobody knows," he declared 
with ernphaiis, "whether Maoeo la 
dead or alive, if <l<Hd how he met his 
death, or any of the essential details 
upon which to base an intelligent 
opinion and until 1 do I will not speak 
ns to what ought to be done or indi- 
cate how I will act." It is not believed 
thnt a resiolution to investigate the 
manner iu which Maceo met his death 
vi ill be offered in congress; even Cuban 
sympathisers do not think such a mat- 
tor is within the power of this govern- 
ment, as Maceo is a Spanish subject 
and his death, if dead, occurred on 
Spanish soil; but it will be within the 
province of the United States consul 
general at Havana to ihstitute such 
inquiries and for congress to call for 
and act upon his report. The matter 
will doubtless tuke this course.

filurc Official Kcpprts of Spaniah Victories 


Olveu Out. 


Havana, Dee, 14.—Official advices 


from the province of Pinar del Rio are 
to the effect that Col. Feijoo, acting 
under orders from Cnpt.-Oen. Weyler, 
left Cainpo Florida, near Havana, ou 
lrridaj, and weut iu feearch of tiie 
rebels under Aguirre, Castillo, Arau- 
g'ureu and other leaders.

rebels w«re invariably defeated. In all 
these encounters the rebels lost seven 
killed and the troops five wounded. 
On Satuaday Col. Feijoo't, commaad 
met a. body of rebels at Tumba Cualro 
and diHodged them ircm their posi- 
tions. 
The insurgents left eleven 


dead on tlio field »nd carried many 
woun,led with them on their retreat. 
The Spanish lose was nineteen wound- 
ed. 
TUe Havana volunteers organized 


a gnuid torchlight procession and 
demonstration in honor of Genera! 
Weyler last night. Large crowds were 
out 
to witness the 
demonbtration. 


The paraders, who were accompanied 
by several bands of music, marched 
through the principal streets and then 
proceeded lo the palace, where a great 
crowd luid assembled.

THE FEELING IN WASHINGTON. 
Alucect's Tragic Death Dlgcii-i^t'cl tn Diplo- 


matic and 1'olltical Circles. 


Washington, Dec. 14.—Little else is 


being discussed in Washington among 
diplomats and politicians beside the 
tragic death of the iusiirg-ent general, 
Maceo. The sentiment here among all 
classes is decidedly With the insurgents 
and expressions of sympathy are heard 
on all sides for the altimate success of 
the Cuban cause. The subject of Ma- 
cco's death will bo brought up in con- 
gress to-day, most probably in the sen- 
ate, where several resolutions recog- 
nizing Cubsm belligerency are pending. 
It is less difficult to bring the subject 
up there than in the house where the 
rules restrict action. Chairman Hitt 
of the house foreign affairs, committee 
was not in a position this morning-, he 
said, to discuss the subject of Maeeo's 
death. The news was too conflicting 
and indefinite and he was in favor of 
waiting uu^il the details of the circum- 
stances, assuming that Maceo is dead, 
are received through United States offi- 
cial channels. Mr. Hitt, because of hia 
prominent position, is cautious and he 
voices 
the 
general sentiment 
of 


the conservative 
element in both 


parties. 
There is in both branches of 


congress a large number who are 
ready to recognize Cuban belligerency, 
whether the Maceo incident prove cor- 
rect or not.

SCHEUTT 
PROBABLY 
INSANE. 


The Man Who Tried To Shoot the German 


Catuul at New York Arraigned. 


New York, Dec. 14. — Ludwig 


ftcheutt, the young man who made 
an unsuccessful attempt to shoot the 
German consul-general, Herr August 
Fiegel, Saturday afternoon, was again 
arraigned tefore Magistrate Flammer 
in the Centre street police court to-day 
and was held for the grand jury in 
82,000 bail. The keepers o£ the Tombs, 
where Sjcheatt is confined, reported 
that he had acted rationally and that 
they had observed nothing to indicate 
that he was not properly balanced 
mentally. 
Magistrate Fiainmer ques- 


tioned Seheutt, and asked him if he 
wished to supplement the statement 
he had made on baturday. The young 
German had evidently been thinking 
the metter over during the night, and 
said he wished to explain why he went 
to Herr Fiegel's office iu the German 
consulate with the revolver. 
He said 


that previous to his coming to America 
he had been arrested and imprisoned 
for three months in Germany on a 
baseless charge of extortion, and he 
contends that it was nothing lest> than 
persecution. "After rny persecution 
in Germany by the officials,'' Scheutt, 
continued, "I did not know but what 
I would be called upon to defend my 
life, and that the consul-general was 
possessed of weapons. 
I put the 


weapon to the secretary's head to in- 
timidate liim and to let him understand 
that I came there not to he trifled 
with. I cannot ^ee that I have done 
anything very wroug. 
I simply went 


there to defend my life, if necessary, 
and did not intend to shoot unless at- 
tacked." It is very evident that the 
prisoner possesses strong1 socialistic 
sentiments, as when asked about his 
alleged persecution in Germany he al- 
ways refers, to the high fatherland offi- 
cials
